Guilford county reports not so many 
acres, but the land is put at higher 
value; she has four hundred and four 
thousand two hundred and fifteen 
acres at one million nine hundred 
and twenty-three thousand one hun- 
dred and twenty-two dollars. Halifax 
has three hundred and ninety-six 
thousand seven hundred and sixty- 
eight acres at one million seven hun- 
dred and twenty-two thousand four 
hundred and _ “(forty-two dollars. 
Mecklenburg has three hundred and

DEATH OF Mr. WHITEHEAD.

Peace be tothe ashes of him who 
fills, not the grave of the wilful 
suicide, impatient of the present and 
reckless of the future, but of one 
whose light of reason was tempor- 
arily extinvuished, and whose eye 
of faith was for the moment blinded, 
yet hardly acriminalin the eye of 
Him who kpows how to judge the 
deeds of men, and how to pity their 
inevitable infirmities.
